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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 9/30/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Regarding claim 1 , the service classes of Lin relate to precedence of the packets, 
and hence read on the claim language. A service class determines the importance of a 
packet in a transmission scheme, which is the same as precedence of a packet. 

Regarding claim 2, the new grounds of rejection were properly made final 
because applicant amended the claims in the office action dated 4/26/2005. Further, 
the new grounds of rejection based on Lin are proper because Lin teaches that a 
system using the "ping 5 ' command is part of the known prior art, and hence was not 
invented by applicant. 

Regarding claim 3, Lin teaches that a system using the t[ ping" command is part of 
the known prior art, and hence was not invented by applicant. 

Regarding claim 4, applicant's arguments in the office action dated 4/26/2004 
merely state the Examiner's arguments from the first office action, and do not state 
upon what grounds the applicant thinks they are invalid. Applicant's only argument 
regarding claim 4 was that it was dependent on claims 1 and 3. The examiner has 
responded to these arguments.
